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gor will introduce the Cavalier and Sectarian Intereſts 
and exclude the conſcientious Intereſt, 

II. It doth enforce the Nation to ſubject them- 
ſelves to a form of Government, ſet up by a hand 
which they cannot own as a Full and Free Parliament, 
and obligeth their Repreſentors not to alter it what- 

* ſoever miſchiefs and inconveniences they ſuffer by it, 
which is a high violation of the juſt Freedome and due liberty of all Su- 
preme Authority in the Nations Repreſencatives, 

III. This Engagement is not made to the Nation, being againſt their 
ſenſe and defires, expreſſed in their Declaratiane and R emanſtrances to his 
Excellency ; and if to the Impoſers , then ic ſets up their Perſonal Intereſt 
only, and excludes the National. 

IV. Ic is againſt the Fidelity of a Truſtee to ſubmic to any Oath os 
Engagement rhat ſhall reſtrain him from ſpeaking the Senſe of the People 
whom he repreſents, and from indeavouring that which in his conſcience 
he ſhall judg beſt and moſt conducible to their ſafety and welfare, and here- 
by he is diſabled to act as a publick Perlon, ſo as to diſcharge his truſt, 

V. There will be a neceſſity of continuing a force upon the Houſe , 
which hitherto hath kept out the Major part, firſt ſecluded in 1648. with- 
out any legal proceedings againſt them, or juſt Cauſe declared for their 
Secluſion, and muſt now be imployed to keep out thoſe that ſhall be 
newly elected by the People, it their conſciences cannot ſubmit to the 


Engagement that ſhall be impoſed; and hereby the Nation are kept under 


an impoſſibility of being fully repreſented in Parliament, which muſt con- 
tinue our diſtempers and grievances without remedy, 
V I. Experience hath ſhewed us the inſufficiency of ſuch kind of In- 


gagements to anſwer the expected end; for that Ingagement impoſed 
in 1649, and other Oaths ſince, were ſo far from ſecuring the Intereſts of 
the Impoſers that they produced quite contrary effects, and have ſucceſ- 
ſively occaſioned many new and dangerous diſtempers in the Nation, 
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
